The engineers returned the list 
to the county Civil Defense di­ 
rector with the buildings graded 
according to the amount of pro­ 
tection they will give. 
Weaver said the Naval District 
men w-ho are placing the signs 
have taken the list and are plac­ 
ing the fallout shelter signs on a 
number of buildings in the county 
which give .sufficient protection 
to warrant their emergency use. 
Of the number, eight buildings 
have been listed as of sufficient 
size to care for large numbers of 
people 
and 
providing sufficient 
shelter to qualify for stockpiling 
of foods, supplies, etc. The county 
Civil Defense officials will receive 
the supplies probably the begin­ 
ning of February and move them 
into the eight buildings so desig­ 
nated. 
Among the buildings designated 
here are the post office and Amer­ 
ican Legion on Baltimore St.

FORMER RECTOR 
Dr. Lowry, who founded the 
foundation he now heads, is a 
former Episcopal rector who has 
been awarded the Freedom Foun­ 
dation medal three times for his 
work against communism. “A big 
part of our problem is to get 
Americans off the defensive and 
on the offensive against commu­ 
nism which thus far in the 20th 
century has been the predominant 
movement." 
He discussed the four meanings 
of the word "communism" and 
then talked on the "Three P’s of 
Communism," He listed them as 
philosophy, plan and power — 
naked power to the nth degree. 
Communists 
put 
the 
greatest 
weight on ideology and the whole 
educational system studies Marx­ 
ism and Leninism. "The works of 
Lenin now out.'-ell the Bible." he 
declared. The main doctrine is 
"dialectical materialism, a full 
blown philosophy that sees the 
material world as the only real­ 
ity." Communists’ ethics are what 
advances communism with the 
end justifying any means. Their 
plan is for civil war, world revo­ 
lution and forcible overthrow of 
existing governments. "Crisis for 
them is normal and they seek to 
make things as bad as possible. 
Their fundamental belief is in 
force." 
Gen. Paul and Mr. Hudson gave 
the teachers bibliographical lists 
of anticommunist materials for 
use in their classrooms.

E D IT O R 'S N O T E — In making 
out 1962 federal income tax re­ 
turns, the citizen can save money 
by using the correct tax rate and 
understanding the exemptions al­ 
lowed. This article, third of a se­ 
ries. tells how the rules differ for 
different groups of taxpayers.

For those figuring their own tax 
there are three different tax rates 
in separate schedules on page 9 
of the 
14-page instruction sheet 
provided by the Internal Revenue 
Service 
IR S ’. 


R A T E S 
D I F F E R 


The rales differ because the 
rules differ for different groups of 
taxpayers. 
The three schedules 
arc: No. I. highest rate; No. 3, 
lower; No. 2. lowest. 


No, I—For single persons and 
married couples filing separately. 
This 
is 
why 
married 
couples 
should think twice before filing 
separately. 
No. 2—For married people fil­ 
ing jointly 
and 
certain 
widows 
and widowers. Remember: 
both 
husband and wife must sign a 
joint return to have it considered 
joint, 
No. 3—For unmarried or legal­ 
ly separated taxpayers who can 
qualify a?' "heads of household." 
More in detail on that later. 
Anyone filing a return gets a 
$900 exemption for himself. $1,200 
if he's o\er 65. and $600 more 
it he's blind at any age. 
He gets the same exemption for 
his wife if she fits the rules. Here 
are the rules: 
A wife doesn t have to file a 
return if she had no 1962 income. 
You can file your own, claiming 
a $600 exemption for yourself, an­ 
other $600 for her. But, because 
you alone filed, you'd have to use 
schedule No. I. tile highest rate. 
JO IN T R E T U R N 


That s losing money because a 
wife w ithout income can file joint­ 


ly with you. You'd still take the 
two $600 exemptions but would 
use .schedule No 2 with the low­ 
est tax rate. Most married j>oo- 
ple do this. 


There are some special excep­ 
tions where a husband and wife 
come out ahead filing separately. 
Work it out l>oth ways if you have 
doubts. 


A wife with income under $600 
doesnt have to file a return lo ­ 
calise less than that amount does 
not have to be reported 


But, because she had any in­ 
come at all, you can't claim the 
$600 exemption for her unless she 
files jointly with you on schedule 
No 2. In such a case, if you alone 
filed, you'd have to use schedule 
No. I. 


If she had 
income and files 
jointly with you. she must report 
that 
income, 
no 
matter 
how* 
small, on your joint return. 
Suppose your wife had income 
of $600 or more Then she must, 
like anyone else with that much 
income, file a return, either sep­ 
arately or jointly with you. If she 
files separately, she uses schedule 
No. I, claiming lier own $600 ex- 
mption. 
Aoli 
then 
would 
also 
have to use No I, filing separate­ 
ly and claiming your $600 exemp­ 
tion. 
C L A IM E X E M P T IO N S 


If you file jointly, you use tax 
rate 
schedule 
No 
2. 
claiming 
your two $600 exemptions on that 
one return 
Couples filing separately must 
either take the standard IO per 
cent deduction allowed all tax­ 
payers for expenses or. if one 
itemizes, then both must itemize 
When thev itemize, as pointed out 
earlier in this series, they must 
ase form 1040 
Although a single person or a 
couple filing jointly can bike the 
standard deduction of IO per cent 
of their income—up to a maxi­ 
mum deduction of $1.000—without 
itemizing, a married couple filing 
separately 
can 
each 
take 
the 
standard IO per cent deduction 
only up to a limit of $500. 
You were considered married 
for all of 1962 rf you were mar­ 
ried anytime in the year, even 


as late as Dec. 31. You were con­ 
sidered divorced for the whole 
year if you were divorced as late 
as Dee. 31. You can not claim an 
exemption for your divorced wife 
even though you paid more than 
half her support in 1962. 


M A Y C O R R E C T E R R O R 


lf a married couple filed sep­ 
arate returns in 1961 and 
1960. 
or in both years, and row realize 
it cost them more than if they 
had filed jointly, they can correct 
the mistake by now filing a joint 
return for those years. 


Rules on head-ot-household: 
This is a special category giv­ 
ing a tax break to some people 
with certain responsibilities and 
expenses. It you I'll the require­ 
ments you can use schedule No. 
3. which has a lower tax rate! 
than No. I although higher than 
No. 2. 


These are the requirements: 
You were unmarried or legally J 
separated at the end of 1962 or 
were married by the end of 1962 
to someone who for part of the 
year 'was a 
nonresident 
alien; 
you 
must 
have furnished over 
half the cost of maintaining your 
home which was the main resi. 
dence cf yourself and your un­ 
married child, stepchild or grand­ 
child. even though not a depend­ 
ent of yours, or of any other rela­ 
tive you can claim as a depend­ 
ent: or if you paid more than 
half the cost of maintaining a 
home for your mother or father. 
if either can qualify as your de­ 
pendent. 


You can net claim you main­ 
tained a home for a pct rent if you 
were paying for him or her in a 
home for the aged. 


W ID O W S U S E NO. 2 


Here are Hiles on w idows and 
widowers who. instead of having 
to file 
as single persons using 
schedule No. I. can save money 
by using No 2 with its lower tax 
rate: 
If your wife. or husband, died 
in 1962 and you did not remarry 
you can claim a $600 exemption 
for your deceased spouse on a 
joint return using schedule No. 2. 
In that return you must report 
any income she had. 
S on can also il-c schedule No. 
2 for your 1962 return— if your 
wife or husband died in 1961 or 
1960—so long as you meet these 
five conditions:

FOR COMEBACK 
EFFORT IN ’62

Robin Roberts, who hit the end 
of the trail with the Philadelphia 
Phillies and then was dropped be­ 
fore he threw a pitch for the New 
York Yankees, was named today 
as the athlete 
who

with the Baltimore Orioles and 
wound up second in earned run 
averages in the Am erican league, 
edged another baseball veteran 
who sprang back from a bleak 
campaign, Stan Musial, in the an­ 
nual Associated Press poll.

berth, took third spot

Francisco Giants, given up for 
dead before they battled back to 
win the National League pennant 
from the Los Angeles Dodgers in 
the last inning of the last playoff 
game, were voted fourth.

Roberts gained 114 first place 
votes and a total of 506 poinLs, 
based on a 3-2-1 point count, in 
the voting by 292 sports w riters 
and sportscasters throughout the 
nation. 
Musial was nam ed a t the top of 
90 ballots, and had 418 points. 
Oklahoma was the top choice of 
42 voters and got 368 points. The 
Giants and the Trojans had eight 
first place votes each, with San 
Francisco edging the collegians 
by 76 to 56 points. 
Roberts, now 36, was sold to the 
Yankees after 
a 
dreadful 
1-10 
campaign with the Phils in 1961. 
He had 20 wins for six straight 
years for Philadelphia. 
The Yankees let him go on May 
8 without letting him pitch a ball 
in a regular game, 
It looked like the end, but the 
Orioles signed him on May 21, 
and he was superb for them all 
year, although he finished with 
a 10-9 mark, Roberts pitched well 
almost every tim e out and his 2.78 
earned run average w as second 
only to Detroit’s Hank Aguirre.
